ORDINANCE REGULATING THE 
CONDUCTING OF PUBLIC 
DANCES AND DANCE HALLS 
WITHIN THE CITY OF UPLAND, 
IMPOSING A LICENSE. THERE- 
ON, AND PROVIDING THE MAN-

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Upland do ordain: 

Section 1. No person, club, society, firm, 
or corporation. shall engage in the con- 
ducting or carrying on of a public dance 
hall, or public dance within. the City of 
Upland, without first having obtained a 
license therefor, as provided in __ this 
ordinance. 

Section 2. Any person, club, society, 
firm, or ¢orporation, desiring to conduct 
or carry on a public dance hall, or public 
dance. within the City of Upland, shalt 
make written application to the Board 
of Trustees of the said city, for a license

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In my preparation for this lecture 
1 have been wonderfully comforted 
and encouraged by some verses in 
the opening chapter of the book of 
Jeremiah. You may remember that 
there came to Jeremiah, through the 
word of the Lord, a clear, distinct 
revelation of his true origin and 
parentage, and of his own sanctifica- 
tion and deification to the work of 
/ a prophet. And yet, as he perceived 

that this imposed upon him the 
preaching of the truth as to the 
spiritual origin and nature of man 
to a people blinded by materialism, 
he shrank from the task with a 
gense of his own weakness. In 
writing his simple record he makes 
a vivid picture of the conflict going 
on in his thought. He may have 
been young in years, but I have no 
gense that it was of this alone that 
he was thinking. when he cried, “Ah, 
Lord God; behold, I cannot speak: for 
I am a child.” And then the Lord 
answered him: “Say not, I am a 
child: for thou shalt go to all that 
I shall send thee, and whatsoever J 
command thee, thou shalt spgak. Be 
not afraid of their faces: for I am 
with thee to deliver thee’ (Jeremiah 
1:6-8). And Jeremiah goes on to tell 
us that then the* Lord put forth his 
hand and touched his mouth, and 
that the Lord said unto him, “Behold, 
I have put my Words in thy mouth” 
(Jeremiah 1:9). 

And-now, knowing that to me has 
been given the same message, at 
least in essence, and realizing the 
urgent need of humanity today to 
be told the truth about life itself, I, 
in my turn, must trust to God to 
put into my mouth His words which 
shall touch your hearts and lead you 
to listen with unprejudiced thought 
to what I have to say to you; for 
truly, I come to you today with no

must remember that Mrs. Eddy does 
not use these words in the ordinarily 
accepted, superficial sense, but that 
their basic meaning has been ascer- 
tained and understood and is here 
presented. As one begins to use 
these terms interchangeably it grad- 
ually dawns upon his thought that 
each of them conveys to him, in 
some degree, the meaning associated 
with the others, and yet that all: are 
necessary to gain a broad and Vital 
knowledge of the creative power—a 
complete understanding of the pro- 
found significance of the word 
“God.” When the individual  ac- 
cepts this definition of God as a basis 
of thought (and thig is the real key 
to the Sériptures which Mrs. Eddy 
has fitted to the willing hand), then 
there follows logically and inevitably 
a correct idea of the universe, in- 
cluding man, as the creation of God, 
a universe and a man expressing the 
power and might, the beauty and 
grandeur of an infinite . intelligence 
which is good. 

The great French lexicographer, 
Larousse, defines metaphysics as 
“knowledge of first causes and of 
first principles’ (connaissance des 
causes premieres et des premiers 
principes), and in this sense Chris- 
tian Science is exact, accttrate, de- 
monstrable metaphysics. Mrs. Eddy 
gave its keynote when she wrote, 
“Spiritual casuation is the one ques- 
tion to be considered” |Science and 
Health, p. 170). Christian Science 
is the supreme answer to the uttered 
and unuttered quéstioning of all time, 
which questioning Pilate voiced 
when he cried, “What is truth?” 


Mrs. Eddy gained her knowledge 
of Principle directly from the Bible 
and when, through reason and reve- 
lation corroborated by exact and sci- 
entific demonstration or proof, she 
had established her discovery of the 
system which she called Christian 
Science, she wrote her great text- 
book. itt may be said’ of her, as 
Zacharias said. of his son John: 
“Thou shalt go before the face of 
the Lorde;. for to make ready ~his 
weyes for to show science and helthe 
to his people” (Luc. 1L 76-77. I am 
quoting this from/ the Wycliffe trans- 
lation, that first English version 
which, as one writer says, we owe 
“to a faith’that the Bible is a book

A LECTURE ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE ENTITLED aa 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE: A STUDY IN CAUSATION, 


By (Miss) MARY G. EWING, C. S. B., 
Member of the Board of Lectureship 
of The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mass., 
delivered at Euclid Theatre, Ontario, 
Sunday Afternoon. 


Take, for instance, the book of Deu- 
teronomy, the orations and songs of 
Moses, his farewell to his people 
Isreal; sit down quietly and read it 
from cover to cover at one sitting 
and then seek the opportunity to re- 
read it before the first fine impress 
of its wonder ang vigor is dulled. 
Holding in thought constantly, as 
you should now be doing, this funda- 
mental right idea of good as the only 
source or origin of life and actiog, 
you cannot failsto be inspired to th 
point of understanding the treag 
ures of spiritual counsel and com- 
fort which Moses shared with the 
children of Israel then and which we, 
as childrén of Israel (as the off- 
spring of Spirit) share today. 

Today, as in all the ages of his- 
tory, the cry of men is for life, for 
love, for health, for freedom from 
the bondage to evil, for the coming 
of that day, which St. John so won- 
derfally describes, when “God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying” (Rev. 
21:4). It is the sweet and simple 
demonstrable knowledge of God 
which brings. to human conscious- 
ness the dawning light of this great 
day. Since we have had revealed to 
us some measure of this knowledge, 
can you wonder that, we long to 
share with. the world the treasure 
that has brought peace and joy into 
our own lives? 


The fundamental truth of Chris- 
tian Science is the fact about causa- 
tion, that good, Mind, Spirit, is the 
only active, operative intelligence, or 
creative energy. From this it fol- 
lows logically and inevitably that the 
universe, including man, vne_ product 
of this intelligence, is spiritual. Once 
accept this basic teaching and you 
are compelled. to admit its correla- 
tive,—the unreality ,the impotence, 
the falsity and entire mortality of 
evil and matter. The creative power 
of Mind, of good,—the Fatherhood 
and Motherhood of God,—is the 
primal fact, of ‘existence; the rela- 
tionship between the creator and His 
creation, between parent and child, 
is unchanging and indissoluble. 


Now, do not misunderstand me. 
I in no way wish to minimize or 
ignore what the world calls evil; T 
have no disposition to spread any 
mantle of charity over ignorance, 
inertia, discord, sickness, strife, or 
to cry, “Peace, peace; when there is 
no peace.” It is undoubtedly neces- 
sary today to understand what is 
called evil, to deal with it radically 
and unflinchingly, but I earnestly 
maintain that no material method 
has ever been or ever will be -devis- 
ed which will so deal withthe woes 
of the world. Christian Science does

000,000 every 12 months. The value 
of this pin and needle crop ts $13,- 
000,000 at the factory. Forty-nine 
factories are engaged in the manu- 
facture of the articles, the total cap!- 
talization being $9,424,000. 

In 1850 there were only four pin 
factories in the United States, hav- 
ing a combined capital of $164,000 
and a combined annual product of 
297,550 pins, It will thus be seen that 
the growth of this industry {s some 
thing tremendous.

Crops of Cotton and Sugar Will Net 
People of island Some 
$2,000,000,000. 

Cuba’s coming sugar crop {s expect- 
ed to yield about 4,000,000 tons—a rec- 
ord output. At prices which the plant- 
ers are counting upon receiving for 
their sugar this will mean a payment 
to them of from about $750,000,000 to 
$800,000,000. Bear in mind_that this 
is for one crop raised on an.islane of 
only 45,896 square miles and with a 

population of about 2,500,000. * 

In the cotton-growing sections of 
the South there are approximately 
about 25,000,000 people. 
interest in Cuba is sugar, in about 
the same degree that cotton concen- 


trates the interest of the South, When |

‘the cotton crop first reached 
value of* $2,000,000,000 a year, the 
world held up its handg in amazement, 


and yet this $2,000,000,000 is distrib- |

000,000 people. In Cuba more than 
a third of that amount will be distrib- 
uted directly’ or indirectly among 
2,500,000 people. Every dollar of this 
vast sum is paid into Cuba from other 
countries. It is as though the entire 
world production of gold for two years 
und more were dumped into Cuba, as 
measured by the world’s production of 
gold and the Cuban sugar crop value.

NO CHANGE IN HUMAN BONES 


Construction of Shoulder Blades Today 
the Same as Those of Sixty 
Centuries Ago. 

There has been no_ discernible 
change in the shoulder blade of man 
in the fast 6,000 years, according to 
Dr. William W. Graves of St. Louis, 
who spoke before the meeting ofthe 
American Aséociation for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

Shoulder blades of Egyptian mum- 
mies, 6,000 years old, and those of 
Illinois river Indians, belfeved to be 
about the same age, are the same as 
those of the present-day men, accord- 
Ing to Doctor Graves. 

In July and August of last year Doc- 
tor Graves measured 1,500 shoulder 
biades of men and animals, endeavor- 
ing to classify the differences in them. 
The vertebral borders, with which he 
was particularly concerned, are the 
same in humans as in gorillas, chim- 
panzees and also in lower monkeys. 

Concerning the skeletons of Illinois 
river Indians, which he said appear 
to be between 4,000 and 6,000~years 
old, he was asked if he considered that 
proof that this continent was inhabit- 
ed then by humans whose physical 
type was as high as that of the Ngyp- 
tians of that day. He said that he 
could not draw such a conclusion, al- 
though the shoulder blades are of the 
same type.

stories about the germination of 
wheat and other cereals found 
wrapped with ancient Egyptian mum- 
mies. It says that close investigation 


proves all such reports to be fictitious. 
French tests show that grain more 
than a few years old will not germi- 
nate. Tests indicate that when seeds 
are kept under {deal conditions, wheat, 
barley and oats may germinate up to 
eight or ten years, but few if any 
grains are alive after 20 years.
